The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on 
Thursday 20th April in the Old Farmhouse at 7.30 pn. 
Youth Facilities: A project providing joint 
facilities in the Old Farmhouse is still being 
pursued. Arrangements are being made to survey 
the building and assess all the necessary work 
to be done. 

of Vi Green: Exploratory work was 
being carried out in April; the results of this 
should be available for the May meeting. 
Cycleway — Bar Hill to Dry Drayton: No plans were 
yet available for the cycleway but it was understood 
that it would constitute a narrow tarmac path. 
Councillors felt the cyclewey would have to be 
separated fram the bridleway because of the damage 
from horses. 
Parish Councillor Governor for RBar Hill School: 
C. Feather having resigned from this post, Cllr. 
D. Pora was elected to represent the Parish Council 
on the Governing body. 
Overnight parking of lorries on industrial areas: 
A continuing problen in Par Hill, it was hoped 
that if several companies affected by this were 
to join together in objecting, they would add re- 
inforcement to the Parish Council's ongoing attempts 
to achieve a weight restriction on the village. 
Tennis Club: Councillors granted permission for 
2 tennis courts (all weather) to be sited on the 
Village Green, financed by the Tennis Club. 
Application to sell hot food from van at end of 
the Mall: A further licence application had been 
received. The Parish Council agreed this for the 
requested 3 days per week, on the same temms as 
the previously granted licence. 
Allotments shed: As this had been largely destroyed 
during a recent stom, permission was granted for 
a garage building to be erected to replace the 
shed. The Parish Council also agreed to waive the 
payment due from the Allotment Society rents for 
the next year. 
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Viking Way Adoption: Following further problems with 
the up-grading of this road, it was agreed that 

only the main area of road, from Saxon Way to Hanover 
Close, would be up-graded for adoption by the County 

Council in the near future. Residents whose caravans 

have been moved off the car park may move them 

back onto it, but please ensure that the Clerk 

has a record of the caravan's registration number.

Hi again, 
What a month; the hedgerows are green and white, 
the fields are green am yellow, things are looking 
really superb out there. 
At the Nature Reserve, I was recently given some 
Marsh Marigold plants. These are now situated in 
and around the pond and flowering. There's frog spawn 
and Toad strings in the pond, Pondskaters and whirli- 
gigs "zoaming" about on the surface ......

In the stream, the mimows and sticklebacks are 
breeding, the males looking very handsome in their

and protect their nest site, under some of the 
bridges.

I was fortumate enough to see all three species 
of woodpecker (Green, Greater Spotted and Lesser 
Spotted) on the same day at the Reserve. Chiffchaff 
has been spotted there and I've also seen a sand 
martin flying over Swavesey church (2nd March). 
Lots of birds are at the reserve now; have a walk 
around and listen to their songs (the males trying 
to ‘pull' the femiles) - this is what spring is all 
about. 
The badger sett in the village has been interfered 
with; one of the entrances has been filled in and 
an attempt to dig down to it has been made in the 
field. If anybody has any information regarding 
this, could they either ‘phone m or speak to me 
about it .... everything will be in the strictest 
confidence. Thanks.
